T he grafters of Milwaukee want no new charter for the city. 
At lea.st they want no charter that they could not frame up cn- 
_ tirely to suit'themselves. 

David S. Rose, mayor of Milwaukee, by tlie grace of the 
corporation.s and the venality of the illiterate element among the f’oles, 
Italians and Slavonians, has declared the law creating the charter 
convention “unconstitutional.’’ 

It is really fortunate for the city of Milwaukee that Mr. Rose 
b not the supreme court of the state of Wisconsin. 

.Anil every act of the legislature which lias lieen signed by the gov¬ 
ernor and regularly published is a /off of the state. It hohls good 
^d must be olieyed until another art of the legislature has repealetl 
it or until it is declared unconstitutional by the supreme court. 

And Mr. Dave Rose and his crew, by not cdieyiiig the law. put 
themselves into the I.iw-breakers’ column. This, liowcver. means mith- 
ing to a crowd of pirates who liave lieen indicted over and over again 
by public opinion and by the courts of tbe land.

In a letter to Frank M. Hoyt, delegate to the convention, who had 
written, asking the mayor that the city should ilefray the legitimate ex¬ 
penses of the convention—for stationery, printing, etc.—I'hivid Rose 
"concedes a point” by allowing the eonvention to meet at the city hall.

This would ba so, in my judgment, if there were 
nothing said upon the subject in the law, but the law itself enacts:

Water is an essential ingrerlient 
of tlie foml .siqiply of the infant, 
and slioulil be adniini.stered freely. 

Arlidcial Feeding. 

When for some vahtahic reason 
artificial feeiling becomes neces¬ 
sary. then cow's milk is the nc.xt 
best food for infants. Cow's 
milk sliould he diluted in the fol¬ 
lowing manner; 

Three tablespoons skimmeU from 
the top of milk standing over night. 

Two tahIes|y>ons of ordinary 
milk. 

Three teaspoons of sugar of 
milk. 

One tablespoon of lime water. 

Ten tablcs(x3ons of boiled water, j 

Mix all these ingrcilimls in a 
bottle, and steam it in a pan, con¬ 
taining liot water, for twenty min¬ 
utes. Up to three months the in¬ 
fant should receive no more than 
twenty to twenty-four tablespoons, 
or ten to twelve ounces, during the 
twenty-four hours. 

Hegitmiiig with the fotirth 
month and upwards, the amount of 
Hie "lop” milk slmuld be incteasetl 
a teaspoon for every week, or two 
tablesjioons for every month of the 
child's growth. The quantity taken 
during the twenty-four hours 
sbonki be inereased from thirty-six 
to forty-eight laWespoons. ' nr 
eighteen to twenty-four ounces. 

Solkl food of any kind sljould not 
be given to an infant. Cracker.s

The Sfnlincl has discovered tliat 
a new history that the siiiierinten- 
dent of schools wants introduced to 
displace the one now in use con¬ 
tains misstatements of history on 
minor (loints, and one .slip in which 
Wisconsin is naturally interested— 
it ipnorrs the claim of Ripon to 
having been the birthplace of the 
Rcpiiblican partv and gives llie 
honor to some little place in Michi¬ 
gan. Wc fear this is not the only 
book for school use that iguorc's 
Wisconsin. Most of tliose we have 
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looked through, geographies or 
histories, are full of tliat same sort 
of thing. Milwaukee has always 
been ovcrsliadow ed by Chicago and 
has continually sufferetl as a re¬ 
sult. And Wisconsin along with it. 
It is not so maiiv decades ago when 
a hig map of Wi.sconsiii hung in the 
different .school buildings on which 
the (liicago sleeping place known 
as Evanston was represented as 
larger in area than Milwaukee. It 
is very seldom that a school geog¬ 
raphy contains much more than a 
passing notice of this city, and 
whenever it is given (lictorial ti cat- 
mem the “\’iew of Milwaukee" is 
generally a view of some residence 
locality that is wholly misleading 
and meaningless. 

Now that our school board is pre¬ 
paring to make svi'ceping changes 
m the schixil books—nearly half the 
books to be declared "no gooti” and 
parents forced to buy different 
ones—is a good time for the jKir-! 
cuts of Milwaukee to tina’Iy make 
up their mimls ui>on the sidiject of 
IrtT scImviI books as advocateil by 
the Siiciiil-rJcinocrats. It is fun for 
some of them, perhajis. to he con- 
, stamly forccil to buy new books. 

, but there ought to lie a vast ma¬ 
jority that arc thoroughly disgusted 
with the whole business.

'elude the city ^f Milwaukee, but it 
'would he a general enaetmeiit as 
jii'uch for the benefit of any other 
city of the first class as for 
wiiukee. if tlicro i' or shall b* such, 
aiid any apfiropriation made bv this 
city would be as much for the licnc- 
fit of any other city of the first 
class as for its owii benebt In 


other words, we would therib/ be 
making api.ruprdions for the bene-, 
tit of other cities of our class. 

True, there is now no other dty 
of our class, but no one can tell 
how soon there may be. 

We are framic.g a charter now, 
in 1908, not in A. D. iKioS, when 
there will be more than one city of 
the first class in Wisconsin. 

Why shonld we in igoS refuse to 
pay the legithnaie expenses of such 
a convention, even if Dave Rose 
were right? 

Dave say* furthermore: "My 
contention is that if the IcgisUturr 
wishes advice md for that purpow 
ci cates an 'adviicry board' to aid in 
the enactment of a general law,' 
then the expimsc- of that 'advisory 
board' must he paid out of the gen¬ 
eral fund of the 'talc from the state 
treasury." 

Blit I’Jave overlook* that thereby 
he would make the farmers of the 
state and the people of all tlic other 
cities, towns and villages, pay tlie 
cxjicnses fr.t Milwaukee's charter 
cc'nvetil'on.
